As a matter of course,the greattrouble with 
nitro-g!ycerine was the'danger of handling it. 
Nitro-glycerine is formed by the chemical of 
ceriain proportions of nitric and sulphuric 
ack The latter 
is a thick, syrup-like looking compound, ob- 
tained from the fatty substance used in mak- 
ing candles and soaps.

be placed in the hands of a corporate body, 
and accordingly a board of trustees was 
appointed by the crown. Ail of these 
trusiees were nen of high social position and 
great worth, some of them umong the most 
distinguished persons of the realm. Among 


them, bese". Oglethorpe. were Viscount 
Pf ion Digby, Lord Carpenter 
ames Vernon, the phi! anthropist C oram, the 
Earl of Derby, the I iriof Shaitesbury, Lords 
Tyreonnel, Limmerick, D’Arcy and Taibot, 
Ear! Bathurst and Karl of Kzgment, the Arch- 
‘bishop of Dublin, the naturalist Hayles, the 
learned Dr. Barton and Sir Jacob de Bouverie 
—the last mentioned of whom gave to the 
colony £1,000 or $5,000. 
‘fhe position assumed by these eminent 
persons and their coadjutors was not one of 
mere form, or honorary distinction, It in- 
volyed grave, onerous and responsible duties. 
In addition to the ordinary offices of their 
trust, they voluntarily offered to take charge 
of the solicitation of funds for the successful 
accomplishment of their design. At their 
own request these trustees were prevented by 
legal enactment from deriving any pecuniary 
embvlument fromAheir connection with the 
colony. The charter provides (and especial 
attention is requested to this remarkable pro- 
vision of a remarkable charter) tbat no 
president of the said corporation, or chairman 
ofthe council of the said corporation, or 
member of the said council or corporation 
shall have, take or receive, directly or indi- 
rectly, any salary, fee, perquisite, benefit or 
profit whatever, four or by reason of bis or 
their serving the said corporation. 
“The labors of these gentlemen were there- 
fore, wholly disinterested. Well has the 
historian Hewatisaid of them: “The benevo- 
lent founders of the colony of Georgia per- 
haps may challenge the annals of any nation 
to produce a design mere generous and 
praiseworthy than that they had undertaken. 
T hey voluntarily olferei their mone y their 
labor and time fur promoting what appeared 
totbem the good of others, having them- 
selves nothing for reward but the inexpres- 
sible satisfaction arising from Virtuous actions. 
“An enterprise so purely benevolent could 
not be overlooked by the Christian church. 
The venerable Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel in Foreiga Parts gave to itvaluable 
pecuniary aid. More than one hundred 
clergymen and churches ieceived at their 
own request commissions to take up collec- 
tions for carrying out so ptilanthropic a 
design, and the Arehbishop of Canterbury, 
bishops, archdeacons, deans, chapters, be- 
sides collegiate and parochial clergy, gave 


liberally, and some miunificently, to the 
funds of the trustees. 
“Nor were funds alone contributed by 


these men oftiod. Some of them gave their 
time and labor and personal service in the 
colony itself. Seldom, if ever, bas it occur- 
red that, in a popu ation s0 small, in a period 
of time so limited, in a province so remote 
dod d:fficult of access, there should be a con- 
centrauion of ministers of such marked abil- 

ity, and some of them, subsequently, of such 
imperishable renown as those who personally 
aided in the settlement of Georgia. Among 
them were the Episcopal divine, Dr. He ‘rbert, 
the Presbyterian McLeod, the German pastors 
Rolguis and Gronan, the pious Moravian 
Bishops Spangenburg, Nitchsman and Bo: hler, 
and the founders of Methodism, the  esleys 
and George Whitfield. Wesiey considers 
this widespread denomination of Christians 
to bave commenced its. first period of exis- 
tenoe when four young men metin bis room 
at Oxford, in England.
